Lyon delivered one of the strongest 
sermons of his campaign, "The Great 
Essential," and brought scores to a 
conviction that they should live' the 
Christian life. At the close of his 
meeting, Dr. Lyon asked those who 
wanted to be Christians but who had 
neglected the great transformation, to 
raise their hands, and a more promis- 
ing sig'ht has, never been witnessed 
in fhis city. There were many men 
and women with their hair tinged with 
gray who.'signified their willingness 
to take a new stand in life, and. there 
were youths and maids in the glow- 
ing years of life w.ho showed by their 
raised hands that They, too, wished, to 
follow the path of th'e Master. Dr. 
Lyon did not' Hold an after meeting 
last night, as on Wednesday evening, 
but those who wish to definitely pro- 
fess their faith will no doubt be given 
an opportunity at tonight's service, 
when Dr. Lyon will preach on "The 
Wages of Sin." 


The opening song service was very 


impressive, one of its strong features 
being the singing of the "Battle 
Hymn of the Republic" by four old 
Civil War veterans in various parts of 
the house, ''iline eyes have seen the 
Glory" never contained any more of 
solemn truth as these heroes raised 
their hearts and ""voices in the great 
hymn of praise. The children found, 
their usual delight in singing the 
choruses with the big choir and did 
splendid work. The favorites for the 
evening were "All Hail the Power of 
Jesus Name,'" "America," "Oh, How 
You'll Love Him" and "Stand tip. 
Stand Up for Jesus." Mrs. Grace 
Powell's solo offering for the evening 
was "Ye Must Be Born Again," and 
was indeed splendidly rendered. 


The plea for larger offerings was 


couched in Dr. Lyon's usual humorous 
strain.

!cate. with Its usual enterprise, had a 


number of bulletins posted in conspic- 
uous parts of the downtown district, 
with the result that as soon as the 
swishing whirr of the propellers of the 
biplane was heard, there was a sudden 
flocking of the people to roofs, onlce 
windows, front doors and even, out in- 
to the streets. 


T'se flight was one of the most at- 


tractive that Freeman has made in 
Xewark- The atmospheric conditions 
were proper for good work and the 
big machine glided gracefully around 
the court houFe tour swept out into 
the northern part of the city then cut 
diagonally across the city to the fair 
grounds, making a dip of nearly five 
hundred feet just as it passed over the
